GIST OF ARTICLES IS THAT THESE INTERRELATED EVENTS 
REPRESENTS SOVIET EFFORT TO CONSOLIDATE AND EXPAND ITS 
PENETRATION OF AFRICA IN FACE OF IMMOBILITY OF EUROPE 
AND HESITATION OF AMERICA. END SUMMARY. 

1 . IN MARCH 19-20 EDITION OF FRATERNITE MATIN ARTICLE 
SIGNED BY GAOUSSOU KAMISSOKO NOTES THAT 6000 KATANGA 
GENDARMES (SIC) ARE THREATENING TO OCCUPY SHABA PROVINCE 
AT SAME TIME THAT FIDEL CASTRO IS ON OFFICIAL VISIT TO 
FRONTLINE COUNTRIES, A VISIT PRECEDING BY ONLY SEVERAL 
DAYS THE TRIP OF PRESIDENT NIKOLAI PODGORNY WHO IS 
COMING TO "CELEBRATE THE SOVIET BREAKTHROUGH" IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA AND TO CONSIDER WAYS OF CONSOLIDATING USSR POSITION

AT THE EXPENSE OF THE WEST. ARTICLE NOTES THAT CONFLICT 
IN ZAIRE OPPOSES TWO INDEPENDENT AFRICAN STATES, ZAIRE 
AND ANGOLA AT TIME WHEN ONE HOPED FOR BETTER RELATIONS 
BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES FOLLOWING THE MEETING BETWEEN 
NETO AND MOBUTU IN BRAZZAVILLE LAST YEAR. AT THAT 
MEETING AN ACCORD WAS STRUCK WHEREBY ZAIRE WOULD CEASE 
SUPPORT FOR UNITA AND FNLA IN RETURN FOR ANGOLA'S 
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DEMOBILIZATION AND DISARMING OF THE 6000 EX-KATANGA 
GERDARMES. ARTICLE COMMENTS THAT ALT ALTHOUGH FNLA AND UNITA 
HAVE CEASED THEIR ACTIVITIES IN ZAIRE THE SHABA CONFLICT 
INDICATES ANGOLA HAS NOT KEPT ITS SIDE OF THE 
BARGAIN. ARTICLE NOTES THE RICHES OF SHABA PROVINCE AND 
THE DIFFICULTIES A PROLONGED CONFLICT WOULD CAUSE ZAIRE. 

IT CONCLUDES BY ASKING WHETHER IN THE WAKE OF ANGOLA AND 
IN THE EXPECTATION OF AN EXPLOSION OF THE "TIME -BOMB" 

WHICH IS RHODESIA, AFRICA COULD NOT BE SPARED ANOTHER 
CONFLICT.

ARTICLE SIGNED BY EDITOR AUGUSTE MIREMONT ENTITLED 
"AFRICA - SICK BECAUSE OF ITS OWN LEADERS." ARTICLE 
NOTES "CARROUSEL" OF AFRICA UNDERTAKEN RECENTLY BY 
REPRESENTATIVES OF VARIOUS POWERS - ENGLISH, AMERICAN, 

CUBANS AND RUSSIANS. THESE TRIPS, SOME OF THEM ENSHROUDED 
IN MYSTERY SUCH AS THAT OF CASTRO, ARE NOT A GOOD OMEN 
FOR AFRICA. THEY CARRY THE SMELL OF CADAVERS SO APPRE- 
CIATED BY VULTURES ON THE PROWL WAITING TO DIVIDE THE 
REMAINS. THE FACT THAT AFRICA IS SICK (SOUTHERN AFRICA, 

THE HORN, WEST AFRICA) AS IS EVIDENT FROM THE PROLIFERA- 
TION OF ARMED CONFLICTS SHOULD NOT SURPRISE US. THE 
BLAME FOR THIS FALLS ON CERTAIN OF AFRICA'S OWN LEADERS 
WHO, UNDER THE PRETEXT OF SHOWING THEIR INDEPENDENCE OF 
FORMER COLONIZERS, THROW THEMSELVES INTO THE ARMS OF 
ANOTHER IMPERIALISM, INSTEAD OF SEEKING A TRUE NEUTRALITY 
AND NON-ALIGNMENT. ALL AFRICANS HAVE THE SAME PROBLEMS 
OF POVERTY, HEALTH, EDUCATION, ETC. AND THE SAME NEED TO 
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WORK TOGETHER TO SOLVE THEM. INSTEAD THERE IS DISTRUST 
WHICH IS THE TRUE CAUSE OF THE SICKNESS OF THE CONTINENT, 
DISTRUST WHICH CREATES AREAS OF TENSION AND GENETRATES 
PUBLIC QUARRELS WHICH MAKE AFRICANS LOOK RIDICULOUS WHILE 
AT THE SAME TIME SERVING AS PAWNS OF IMPERIALISM SEEKING 
TO CREATE ZONES OF INFLUENCE. UNTIL IT REALIZES THE NEED 
FOR BROTHERHOOD AND TRUST AFRICA WILL REMAIN SICK, AND 
THE OAU WILL BE OF NO USE EXCEPT TO ENCOURAGE FURTHER 
DISTRUST AND DISUNITY AS WE SAW RECENTLY AT LOME. 

3. IN MARCH 22 ARTICLE ENTITLED "TOWARD A SOVIET 
SOLUTION?", GAOUSSOU KAMISSOKO REFERS TO THE VISIT OF 
PODGORNY AS SYMBOLIZING FOR MANY THE SOVIET PREEMINENCE 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, A PREEMINENCE WHICH THE SOVIETS, 

AIDED BY THE CUBANS, WOULD LIKE TO DEVELOP AND EXTEND IN 
ONE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT STRATEGIC ZONES OF THE WORLD. 

ARTICLE NOTES THAT SOVIET DIPLOMACY HAS BECOME MUCH MORE 
REFINED SINCE THE EARLY DAYS OF SENDING SNOWPLOWS TO 
TROPICAL COUNTRIES. THEY HAVE LEARNED THEIR LESSONS FROM 
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THE AMERICANS RETREAT FROM VIETNAM AND CAMBODIA AND UNDER- 
STAND THAT SUPPORTING WARS OF LIBERATION REPRESENTS THE 
BEST OPPORTUNITY FOR GAINING PROGRESSIVE CONTROL OVER 
THE SUPPLY ROUTES OF PETROLEUM FOR THE WEST. AMERICA 
AND EUROPE REMAINED DEAF TO THE APPEALS OF NATIONAL 
LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, SUPPORTING INSTEAD COLONIAL DIC- 
TATORSHIPS SUCH AS PORTUGAL AND SUPPLYING ARMS TO RACIST 
REGIMES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. ARTICLE ASKS WHETHER SOVIETS 
WILL MAKE FURTHER ADVANCES ON THE CHESSBOARD OF SOUTHERN 
AFRICA IN THE FACE OF EUROPEAN IMMOBILITY AND THE HESI- 
TATION OF AMERICA. WHERE PUBLIC OPINION IS HOSTILE TO ANY 
FOREIGN INTERVENTION. ARTICLE NOTES THAT MOSCOW IS MOVING 
PRUDENTLY AND RESPONDS TO DENUNCIATIONS OF SOVIET HEGEMONY 
BY ASSERTING THEY ARE ONLY SUPPORTING LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
AGAINST COLONIALISM AND RACISM. ARTICLE CONCLUDES BY 
WONDERING WHETHER, WITH THE PROMISE OF ARMS AND AID. THE 
SOVIETS MIGHT ACHIEVE THE UNIFICATION OF THE NATIONALISTS 
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IN ZIMBABWE. THUS MOVING TOWARD A "SOVIET SOLUTION" IN 
THE AREA, PARTICULARLY IN THE ABSENCE OF ANY OTHER.
